The prior art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or 
render obvious, at least to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding the method 
of forming a MOSFET with a small channel length characterized by making a multi-level 
gate stack comprising tungsten, an intermediate layer and polysilicon, and using 
anisotropic and isotropic etching steps to form a T-shaped gate stack wherein hydrogen 
bromide is utilized as the isotropic etchant, in combination with the other claim 
limitations, as recited in independent claim 1. Claims 2-13 are dependent upon claim 1.
